PISTOLS ALLOWED AT HOME. 


Aldermen Pass an Ordinance Which 
Amends the Sullivan Gun Law. 


The Aldermanic ordinance, passed at a 
recent meeting. of the boand, in effect 
amending the Sullivan pistol law by 
mitting any reputable householder to k 
a revolver in his home,. became a law 
yesterday, as the Mayor refused to ap- 
prove or veto it. The new ordinance pro- 
vides that a householder or a storekeeper 
may obtain a permit from a Magistrate, 
the Police Commissioner, Inspector, or 
Lieutenant’ upon payment of $1, which 
goes “to tne Police Fund.. It is necessary, 
however, that the permit holder purchase 
his weapon twenty-four hours after re- 
ceiving the permit, the dealer being re- 
quired to. make record of the name and 
address of the purchaser and the number 
and character of the weapon purchased. 

While the Sullivan law applies to tne 
@ntire State, the charter of a city, of the 
first class allows the municipal’ govern- 
ing board to pass an ordinance amending 
certain of the law’s provisions in so far, 
as they. apply to that municipality.

Experience has how. shown -the result of 
keeping places whére liquor ts sold open all 
night to be most pernicious, The people 
who patronize such places after the regular 
closing hour of 1.0’clock are not, as a rule, 
decent people. They are vulgar, roystering, 
and often openly immodest. They get intc~i- 
cated,.. behave boisterously, and indulge in 
lascivious dancing in rooms devoted to that 
use. 

It is. time to put:an end to- all’ of these 
vulgar orgies. Ihave revoked all of these 
licenses, to take effect April 1 next. It 
Will then be your duty-:to see to it that 
“every one is out’ of these-places by 1 o’¢lock 
évery night, and. that the- lights are out 
and the doors ‘locked.

Reports from Interior of State Tell 
Appalling Tales .of. Death 
and . Suffering. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 25.—Two hun- 
dred or more are drowned at Peru, Ind., 
according to.a message received from that 
place to-night by Gov. Raiston. 

The Governor’s informant asked that 
200 coffins and food ond clothing be sent 
to Peru at once. 

“This probably will be the last. mes- 
sage you will get from Peru,” said the 
man reporting to- the Governor. ‘‘ Two 
hundred or more are drowned, and the 
remainder of the residents are grouped on 
a hill waiting for daylight.” 

Gov. Ralston immediately _ communi- 
cated with State Senator Fleming at Fort 
Wayne, and asked him to forward the 
coffins and’ other supplies as requested. 
Whilo the Governor was talking the wire 
to Peru failed. 

Soon after the.first message had tome 
from Peru, Logansport'rélayed the fgl- 
lowing telephone message from the Mayor 
of Peru 

“Tell Gov. Ralston that from 200 to 
400 Rilled on the south side. We waht 
provisions, clothing, and coffins.” ; 

A train dispatcher at Fort Wayne re- 
ported at midnight tnat he had received 
confirmation: of the great loss of life at 
Peru, According: to. his information -250 
are dead in South Peru.

“Phese figures 
are made-up. from reports received from 
towns and villfges, and do not include 
the probable gréat loss to farmers of. the 
State. 

No hope for relief to the stricken’ State 
is held out by the Government Weather 
Bureau. ‘‘ Rain and colder” is the fore- 
east for to-night and to-morrow. Be- 
sides higher water, untold suffering to 
the homeless will come ‘with the drop in 
temperature.

Estimate 2,000 to 5,000 Dead, 
DAYTON, March 25, (By Telephone 
via Xenia.)—Dayton is to-night noth- 
ing less ‘than a seething river three 
miles wide, a mile and a/half on each 
side of Main Street, its principal thor- 
oughfare, It is estimated that 2,000 
to 5,000 people have perished. 

The Aigonquin Hotel is submerged 
in water up to its third story, and 
above this level in the downtown dis- 
trict office buildings, hotels, and busi- 
ness houses are places of refuge. 

A. school building, which is known 
to have housed no less than 400 schovil 
children just before the waters rushed 
in that direction, is entirely submerged, 
and as far as can be ascertained ali 
of the little ones met a watery grave. 
Thousands of those who escaped the 
first rush of the watérs are being fed 
to-night on short rations, and appeals 
for help are being sent out by the lead- 
ing men of the city.

DAYTON’S: DEATH.ROLL HEAVY. 


One Report Reached Springfield That 
Loss Would Reach 5,000. © 


CINCINNATI, March 235.—Communica- 
tion with points in the neighborhood of 
Dayton is very difficult to-night, and 
some of the reports that have come in 
are without doubt much exaggerated. 

A dispatch from Springfield, Ohio, said: 

“The Mayor of Dayton in an appéal 
to the Mayor of this city reported at 8 
o’clock to-night that the water was thir- 
teen feet deep in Union Station in Day- 
ton, and that, according to unconfirmed 
reports, 5,0U0 lives had been lost and 
fully 30,000 are homeless,

“There is considerable suffering in this 
city, there being fully 500 families driven 
out of their homes. 

** Rumors have been received of loss of 
life in near-by villages, but those lack 
confirmation.’’ 3 

A Western Union telegraph operator 
at Brookville, Ohio, to-night sent this 
dispatch through Indianapolis: 

“Practically half of Dayton is under 
water from thirty to forty feet.

Hundreds Marooned in Tall Build- 
ings Beyond Reach of Rescuers. 


DAYTON, Ohio, Marth 25.—No one can 
tell how many deaths were caused by 
the terrific storm which swept away the 
levees of this city to-day, nor can the 
amount of damage be estimated, except 
that it will run into millions of dollars. 
The most conservative estimate of fatali- 


ties places the number at sixty. 

Crowded in the upper stories of tall pf- 
fice buildings and in dwellings, two miles 
each way from the centre of the town, 
are hundreds of persons whom it is im- 
Beesivle to approach. t Wyoming 
treet, three miles beyond what has here- 
tofore been regarded as the danger line, 
water is running eight feet deep. Hun- 
dreds ‘of fires are burning. The rescue 
boats are unable to get further from the 
shore than the throw-line will permit. 
They cannot stem the current. 

The Lewistown reservoir broke at. 7 
o’clock this morning, hurling millions of 
gallons of water into the swollen Miami 
River. The crest is expected to reach 
here to-night, and will send the water 
several feet higher. 

John Hadkins and James Hosay, pri- 
vates of the Ohio National Guard, were 
drowned while attempting to rescue per- 
sons from flooded buildings. The body of 
an elderly woman floated down near Wy- 
oming Street this afternoon, but the cur- 
rent was so swift that it could not be 
recovered. Unconfirmed reports say that

CLEVELAND, March 25.~—The Weather 
Bureau predictions of continued rain 
turning into ‘snow Tuesday night offered 
little. promise of relief to hundreds of 
families in’ Cleveland and suburbs who 
faced the possibility of being forced out 
of their homes by high water before 
nightfall.

‘The roots of ‘the big willows 
finally became exposed and large delega- 
tions of residents made yearly trips to the 
png eg in Columbus in the hope of getting 
the State to build a permanent levee. The 
almost utter uselessness of the Miam! 
and \Erie Canal for shipping purposes 
made the project hopeless, and all the 
time the west bank became wea 

It was thought by many persons that a 

spillway was all that was necessary to 
atve the waters of the reservoir an out- 
let in case of excessive rain. After the 
breaking of the spillway in 1907, which 
left a great excavation at the southern 
extremity of the dam, the waters in the 
reservoir never rose to their, normal 
height. That was of little consequence, 
as little water was needed to maintain 
the almost abandoned canal. The spill- 
wa never was rebuilt, and the fear of a 
break in the old earthen west bank be- 
came less_ keen. 

Three miles north of the Loramie /Res- 
ervoir lies the town of Minster, with a 
population of abcut 2,000 Three miles 
south is the town of New Bremen, one 
of the oldest settlements in Ohio. South 
of the reservoir, and in the direction of 
Lan aaecy lie the towns of Fort Loramie and 
Houston, In half a mile of the. west 
Gam of ‘the reservoir are the tracks of 
the Western Ohio Railway, the only rail 
transportation -Fort Loramie has. 


Piqua Aftacked in Two Ways. 

A few blo¢ks from the point where Lor- 
amie Creek joins the Miami River on the 
niorthern outskirts of Piqua flows the 
Miami and Erie Canal. The rising of 
the waters in the Loramie reservoir and 
a break of the west dam not only would 
tend -to flood Loramie Creek, but also 
would cause a flood along the canal route 
into Fiqua. The flood which struck Piqua, 
therefore, was made all the more severe 
because ofthe two points of attack by’ 
the rush of water. 

Thecother main feeder of the Miami and 
Erie Canal, which runs in a straight 
course from Toledo to Cincinnati, is the 
Grand reservoir, also known as the Celina 
reservoir. That reservoir is said to be 
the largest artificial body of water in 
the United States. The west shore of the 


Celina; The south shore is two miles 
from ‘St. Marys. The reservoir is twelve 
miles long and from three to four miles 
wide. ° Notwithstanding its depth, it con- 
tains more than 100 oil wells: 

This reservoir, like the Loramie, was 


built by»shoring up banks and permitting. 
the creeks to-empty their waters into a 
natural «basin. In this case, heuever, 
levees had to be built on two ends, the 
west and the east.. The Miami and Erie 
Canal is fed from the bulkhead on the 
east shore or dam. It was that dam 
which farmers attempted to blow up with 
dynamite five years ago because of their 
wrath- at the exploitation of large oil in- 
terests. 

The east dam of the Grand Reservoir 
is above ae level of the. city of St. Ma- 

‘s. -If that-dam should give way wide- 


ages n .of se city, ‘which has 12,000 
pee: . The flood; augmented by 
{ St. Mary’s River, the Au- 
g 5 ang hater tributaries, also 
would enace other towns to the east 
and south of.

During the great rains of 1907 hundreds 
of. the prominent men of the community 
volunteered their services in filling sand- 
bags and tossing them into the reservoir 
to:save the east bank. Many trees were 
hauled to the spot and rolled into the 
turbulent waters. Since that time,. the 
State has spent large amounts in shoring 
the bank. 


FLOODS BIG LIFE-TAKERS. 


Johnstown the Worst Inundation in 
This Country’s History. 


Of the thousands of fatalities in the 
catastrophes of the last half century in 
this country probably more were due to 
floods than to any other single cause. 
Rising waters, with destruction of prop- 
erty, have been common from year to 
year in many valleys. Almost invariably, 
however, it has been possible to warn 
inhabitants of the low areas adjoining 
rivers. Most of the destruction of life by 
water has occurred in connection with 
the breaking of dams, from which cities. 
and villages, have been inundated. 

The biggest example of a high-pressure 
flood was that which swept the village of 
Pe ne Penn., on May 31, 1888, taking 

23235 lives and destroying property valued 
at $10,000,000. The water in the great 
reservoir of Lake Conemaugh, two miles 
and a half long by a mile and a half wide 
and 100 feet deep, swept through the 
Conemaugh Valley, destroying Johnstown 
and all its neighboring villages. Fire fol- 
lowed the flood. 


Carelessness the Cause. 


The reservoir, far higher than Johns- 
town, belonged to a hunting club.’ It had 
been constructed carelessly. Com; -aints 
aftem had been made to the owners. The 
dam of the reservoir was made of earth, 


with no masonry reinforcement. There 
had been long-continued rains prior to 
May 31, and when the danger was seen 
gangs of men were put to work to open 
a sluice. But, they could not work ‘fast 
Spouehs tc to keep pace with the rising wa- 
ers. / 
At noon ’ on,May 31 a messenger was 
sent to Johnstown. warning all the in- 
habitants to flee. The warning was not 
taken seriously. When it-became certain 
that the'dam was. one an engineer

Big Mississippi Flood. 


The most recent\flood of great conse- 
quence in this country occurred last May, 
when land greater in» area than Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Rhode Island 
combined; was submerged in the lower 
Mississippi Valley. About 175,000 persons 
were driven from their homes to the high- 
lands on either side of the Mississippi. 
| Although only a few lives*were lost, the 
damage to property ran into millions. Far- 
mers lost all - their 
Southern States suffered from food short- 
age as a conséquence. The Government 
ti strong measures to prevent epidemics

anes rains and floods caused (the 
deaths of 1,200 persons in Japan in the 
Summer of 1910. In China the number 
reported dead as the result of a typhoon, 
severe rains, and high tides last Sep- 
tember was 30,000. More than 10,000 per- 
sons perished in the town of Tsing-Tien. 
In France, Italy, and England swollen 
rivers often cause large loss of life and 
property. 

Floods in the Ohio Valley have been 
common. It has been a habit of dwellers 
along the Ohio to expect the floods each 
year and to hold themselves ready to 
move to the hills. The most recent of the 
larger floods prior to the present one 
were in 1907 and 1910. In the 1907 flood 
eleven persons were drowned in Athens, 
Ohio. hat flood spread to Pennsyl- 
vania. In Pittsburgh damuge of $25,;000,- 
000 resulted and a pestilence broke out 
in the inundated section. 


HIGH WATER AT ~ HORNELL. 


HORNELL, N. Y., March .25.—The 
worst flood in a decade swept down the 
Canisteo Valley this afternoon, inundat- 
ing the First and portions of the Second 
Wards of Hornell, and stopping traffic 
on the Pittsburgh, Shawmut, and North- 
ern Raiiroad and the Susquehanna divi- 
sion of the Erie Raiiroad. 

The lowlands of the city for a distance 
of ten miles are under several feet of 
water, 

The Canisteo River went over its banks 
north of the city about 1 o'clock this 
afternoon, and at.3 o’clock the Canacadea 
Creek, which flows through the city, 
overflowed. 

Arkport, Canaseraga, and Canisteo re- 
ported high waters. At 5 o’clock the 
water began to recede here, and it was 
believed the worst of the -tlood ‘had 
passed. ii 

Eugene Porter, a farmer on the Big 
Creek Road two miles from Hornell, was 
swept away in the flood and drowned. 


OLEAN, March 2%.—Olean Creek is 
over its banks, and hundreds of families 
are deserting their homes. To-night an 
iron oil tank, 90 feet in djameter, was 
floated a quarter of a mile and lodged 
against a row:of houses. Portions of 
North Olean are under 10 feet of water. 
At Boardmanville people are leaving 
their homes in boats. 


TORNADO’S FORCE SPENT. 


Prof. Moore Says It Can Do No More 
Damage-—Headed for Canada. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 25.—Prof. Willis 
L. Moore, chief of the Weather Bureau, 
said to-day that, so far as further danger 
Ways concerned, the: tornado that struck 
Omsha was off the map. It has passed 
toware the St. Lawrence River, but its 
force is so far expended that it may be 
described as dead. . The storm reported 
as approaching from the Rocky Mount- 
ains, Prof. Moore said, was the regular: 
follower of a tornado and need cause no 
alarm. In the East it would be felt 
chiefly as a drop in temperature. 
“(The disturbance at Omaha,’’ ‘said Mr. 
Moore, ‘‘has been followed by falling 
temperatures all through the region 
around Omaha. This is quite characteris- 
tic and indicates that there will be no 
further trouble; at present. - 
“The tornado. was. caused. by the re- 
versal of ordinary od ‘conditions in the 
localities affected... region- been 
affected by warm weenetttthee with 
winds moving northwest. The northwest 
section around North Dakota had been 
having low temperatures, .with winds 
moving southeast. 
“The crossing of these air areas. with 
the cold area at the top, caused a condi- 
tion comparable to- that in the atmos- 
phere at the time of a thunderstorm. The 
warm air, seeking to rise, encountered the 
cold currents seeking to descend and set 
up eddies, which caused the tornado. Un- 
less these same conditions arise there can 
be no further tornedo in the vicinity of 
Omaha.”’

City Strictly Patrolled by Federal 
Troops—Hospitals Are Doing 
Good Work. 


(— 

OMAHA, March 25.—For the first time 
since the disastrous tornado of Easter 
Sunday, the people af Omaha to-day be- 
gan to count the cost in lives and dol- 
lars. When a résumé was made it was 
apparently more appalling than those 
who had studied the result were willing 
to admit. } : ‘ 

Not less than 200 lives were snuffed 
out within the vicinity of-the city proper, 
and not less than fifty persons in sur- 
rounding towns lost their lives. Nearly 
500 were injured, and eight of the in- 
jured have died in local hospitals during 
the day. 

The destitution was augmented to-day, 
when nearly three inches of snow fell, 
making uninhabitable the houses of many 


who had prepared to retain temporary 
homes in partly destroyed structures. So 
far as money might relieve, conditions 
were perfect. Tenders of sums aggre- 
gating $1,000,000 were in the hands of 
the City Commissioners when the day 
ended. These offers came from nearly 
every séction of the country, and were 
rnade unconditionally. 

Ihe greatest work to-day was that of 
organizing a systematic relief bureau, 
with seven branch stations in the terri- 
tory covered by the tornado. These 
stretched over a strip seven miles long, 
ang those in charge of relief stations 
gave material assistance to all comers 
who were able to show they were in 
need of aid. 

The injured at hospitals are receiving 
the best possible attention. Physicians 
of Omaha and Council Bluffs have volun- 
teered their services, and nurses have 
willingly followed the example of the 
physicians. Those patients who could be 

moved have been taken from the tempo- 
rary hospitals to places which have been 
provided for them by the city officials. 
Most of them are homeless. 

The snow has seriously interfered with 
telegraphic communication from Omaha 
to the outer world. Practically no infor- 
mation had come to-day from the devas- 
tated sections of Nebraska and Iowa. 
Gov. Morehead fears that the conditions 
within the State are serious. He said he 
would hasten action before the State 
Legislature to obtain sufficient funds for 
the immediate care of all storm victims. 

Throughout the night Federal soldiers 
guarded the afflicted section of the city, 
denying admittance even to city police | ! 
and county officials. Scores of business 
men, delaysd in the business section of 
Omaha until after dark, were not allowed 
to pass through the wrecked portion of 
the city on the way to their homes.

Mayor C. M. Skinner of Ralston has is- 
sued’ an urgent appeal for clothing and 
food.

= ISAACS TAKES BLAME, 


FOR WIRELESS DEAL 


Says Lioyd George and Elibank 
‘Bought Shares Only Because 
of His Recommendation. 


THEY HAVE NOT YET PAID UP 


Attorney General Says He Was As- 
sured British Contract Could Not 
Affect American Company. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, March 26,—The interest 
in the Marconi investigation, particu- 
larly as it affects Sir Rufus Isaacs, 
has been shown in the great attend- 
ance at the hearing of the House of 
Commons. select committee and the 
extensive reports of the proceedings in 
all the papers: The Times, for in- 
Stance, devotes ten columns to the 
hearing. The examination of Sir Rufus 
was not completed, and will be contin- 
ued on Wednesday. 

His evidence was an amplification 


‘of his statement at the Matin libel 


trial. He gave full details of his 
transactions in American Marconi 
Shares and contended that his under- 
takings with the American company 
were such as any honorable man might 
employ in the investment of his sav- 
ings, and that the purchase and sale 
of his shares were transactions in the 
ordinary course of the market. 

The Times, summarizing the pro- 
ceedings, says: 

“In what remained of the evidence 
given by Sir Rufus Isaacs, two mat- 
ters which aroused popular interest 
were dealt with: why, in the debate 
in the House of Commons in October, 
he did not mention his transaction in 
American shares, and the circum- 
stances of the telegram sent by him to 
the banquet in New York, at which his 
brother, Godfrey Isaacs, and Mr. Mar- 
coni were entertained. Regarding the 
former point Sir Rufus explained that 
a reference to the American shares did 
not occur to him because he was deal- 
ing with special points, and he was to 
give evidence before the. select com- 
mittee. He desired to give evidence at 
the earliest possible time, but he 
thought it would be presumption on 
the part of.a Minister to ask for pref- 
erential treatment in the time of being 
called. He took the only alternative 
opportunity of making his statement— 
that in the law courts. The telegram 
he was pressed to send by the London 
correspondent of Tum - New YorK 
Timms, the newspaper organizing the 
dinner. At first he did not like the 
idea, but he was told that messages 
were being sent by such men as Lord 
Grey and Lord Avebury, Then, when 
he asked what sort of message was 
Wanted, he was told by thé verrespond- 
Gent, over, the telephone, *Ok,, con- 


\gratulate them on the result of their 


enterprise in witeless development.’ 
Sir Rufus used these exact words. He 
did not believe that his message could 
in any way influence shares.” 

The Daily Telegraph, reporting the 
proceedings, says: 

“Freely, openly, and candidly, in the 
manner of a man who, far from having 
to hide, was only anxious to let in the 
fullest light upon the transaction with 
which his name was coupled, Sir Rufus 
unfolded the story. Truth to say, he 
had very little to add to the account he 
gave og his action in the Law Courts 
the other day. He met every query in 
the frankest way, frequently anticipat- 
ing what was in the mind of his ques- 
tioner before it had been completely ex- 
pressed in words, From first to last— 
and he was in the witness chair all day 
—he never used a single note, He tayed 
with dates, converted dollars into 
pounds, played with minute fractions 
in Stock Exchange quotations, multi- 
plied mentally by three and four fig- 
ures, and cast up balances of profit and 
loss with the greatest celerity, as if it 
were all—as indeed it was—child’s play 
to an intellect so keen as his. 

“Only occasionally did he allow him- 
self to throw off the calm, cool, and al- 
most subdued demeanor in which he 
narrated his story. Once was when he 
warmly. stigmatized as ‘foul lies’ the 
stories which he sald he found in cir- 
culation about the Postmaster General

and himself, and in a lesser , dearee 
about the 0 

during thé Summer of last year. Then 
his eyes flashed fire; and he almost 
hissed out hia reproof. On another oc- 


casion he heatedly rapped the table as 


he protested against the wholly un- 
founded insinuation published about 
him in certain quarters.” 

After describing how Sir Rufus un- 
folded with lucid precision all the de- 
tails of his purchase of the American 
Marconi Company’s shares, his declin- 
ing of the original offer of a pertion 
of the shares which his brother God- 
frey had taken up, when he might 
have had them at the current price 
of something like $5, and his subse- 
quent purchase of 10,000 shares from 
his brother Harry at $10 a share; how 
he came to offer some shares to two 
of his colleagues, Mr. Lioyd George 
and the Master of Elibank, and how 
on the whole transaction he lost about 
$6,500, the same paper continues: 

“With exceeding warmth Mr. Handel 
Booth protested against Mr. Faber’s 
inquiry “whether Sir Rufus would allow 
his passbooks to be examined with a 
view of substantiating his evidence; 


but Sir Rufus, quite unperturbed, in- 


stantly announced that every passbook | 
and bankbook he possessed would be 
produced. From his subsequent cross- 
examination by Mr. Falconer nothing 
very special emerged; but when Lord 
Robert Cecil took the witness in hand 
matters assumed a different turn, Re- 
plying to one of Lord Robert’s ques- 
tions, which was as urbanely put as 
carefully worded, Sir Rufus admitted 
that, so far as England was concerned, 
it could be held that he obtained his 
shares before they were available to 
the general public, and’at a lower price 
than that at which they were introduced 
to the general “public.” 

Mr. Bonar Law, leaders of the opposi- 
tion, postponed. his question to the Pre- 
mier till the Marconi Inquiry Commit- 
tee has completed its investigation. 


HALDANE PLEASES TEACHERS 


Chancellor Describes to Them His 
Scheme of National Education. 


By Marcon! Transatlantic Wireless Telegraph 
to The New York Times. 

LONDON, March 25.—Lord Chancel- 
lor Haldane developed an ambitious 
scheme of national 
speech. to-day to the National Union of 
Teachers’ conference at. Weston-su- 
per-Mare. 

The Lord Chancellor said his idea was 
a national systém of education with a 
broad highroad leading upward from 
the elementary school to the university. 
Teachers ‘should have two or three 
years’ residence at a university as part 
of their training. 





The audience was delighted with | 
Lord Haldane’s speech, though he said | 


it reflected only his own ideas, but a 
Cabinet committee is studying the prac- 
tical issues involved. In the words of 
one of the teachers, “ Lord Haldane 
said enough to inspire his hearers with 
a loftier sense of the work they have to 
do in the world.” 

Another speaker said that Lord Hal- 
dane had been accused of having his 
head in the stars. “ Be it so,” continued 
the speaker, “for that gives us hope 
that he'll hitch the education wagon to 
one of them.” 

Suffragettes made several attempts 
to interrupt the Lord’ Chancellor’s 
Bpeech. Lord Haldane’s description of 
the movement is interesting: “The 
main difficulty is the lack of cohesion 
among the suffragists and their failure 
to agree upon a particular bill, <A sec- 
ond difficulty is militancy, which is in- 
juring the cause.” 


CASTRO STILL MYSTERIOUS.

WON PROMOTION BY ABILITY 





Combined Dash with Executive Power 
—Became Commander.in Chief 
of the Army In. 1895. 





LONDON, March 25.— Field Marshal 
Viscount | Wolseley, one of the most fa- 
meus of modern British soldiers, died to- 
day at Mentone, France, in his eightieth 
year. 





Sir Garnet Joseph, Wolseley, first Vis- 
count Wolseley, gained his chief fame in 
America on account of his Red River 
campaign of 1870. In that campaign he 
entered a wilderness in Canada revolu- 
tionized army methods by adapting them 
to the life and customs of the Canadian 
voyageur, and with the help of voyageurs 
kept his army intact and well fed through 
@ long wilderness march. 

,His adaptability to sudden emergencies 
became the chief characteristic of Wolse~ 
ley. In Canada he was but repeating 
abilities "he had displayed previously in 
China, and from his Canadian experience 
he was able to seize victory from defeat 
in Jater years in Egypt. It was in 1882 
when he faced an Ervptian problem that 
seemed impossible of solution. A long 
m€rch, if undertaken on the banks of the 
Nile or some distance from them, would 
have brought him into constant contact 
with harrying forces of rebels. 

He thought of the Canadian voyageurs 
who had served him so well, and he sent 
to Canada for a force of them. Under 
their direction ‘In Egypt he turned his 
army into a force of boatmen and made 
the Nile his highway throughout his suc- 
cessful campaign. For his service in the 
Egyptian war he won the thanks of 
Parliament, was raised to the peerage, 
and received a grant of. £30,000, ($150,000,) 
with a medal of the first class. r 

For the past thirteen years Lord Wol- 
seley thad been out of the public notice, 
living quietly in retirement. His military 
achievements while Commander in Chief 
of the British Army did’ not bring him 
into contact with any of the great wars 
of his country or make him a supreme 
military hero. Rather he became. con- 
spicuous for doing a great many difficult 
and rather minor things excellently and 
in @ manner to indicate that had a great 
emergency arisen he would have been 
equal to it. His service was typical of 
the British Empire’s ambitions, for it car- 
ried him to America, to China, to the 


gold coast of Africa, to Turkey, and to 


India. 


At the time of his retirement from the 
active command of the army, in 1900, it 
was said of him that ‘he is a man whose 
breast is covered with medals and whose 
body “is covered with. wounds.” He had 
been a close student of the American civil 
war and he wrote after its conclusion a 
book upon Robert. E. Lee which became 


‘one of the standard works on the conflict 


between the North and the South. 

Lord Wolseley was born on June 4, 18383. 
He was the son of Major Garnet Joseph 
Wolseley, a distinguished officer. He en- 
téred' the army as an Ensign in 1852 and 
in- 1855 became a Captain. It was recog- 
nized even then that he was a soldier of 
exceptional ability and his promotion was 
almost without precedent in times of com- 
parative peace. From a Captain he was

His County Autonomy Plan. 


We should stand squarely for home 

rule and local self-government—home 
rule for the State, that is for the re- 
Berved rights of the State, against 
encroachments by the central Govern- 
ment at Washington; home rule for 
and the towns, and the 
cities of the State, against State in- 
vasion and legislative tinkering; and 
last but not least, for the political 
rights of each and every county—that 
is, county -autonomy—which means 
county emancipation and political in- 
dependence from domination from any 
outside agency, or dictatorial invasion 
from any man in any other county. I 
Want to see each county in our State 
Reaccelly free and independent of po- 
itical interference from any other ! 
county, and have the right to settle 
its own political affairs in its own | 
politionl way. That is what I mean 
y county autonomy—genuine _ county 
home rule. 

Home rule is a part of my litical 
religion, I shall stand firm for this 
doctrine. In the future, as in the past, 
I shall adhere tenaciously to ‘the prin-s 


political. A denial of this fundamental 
right is an.indictment of American 
patrictiom, and an arraignment of the 
ntelligence of our citizenship. 

The people can:count on me as the 
Governor of the State not to interfere 
with home. rule in any locality if I 
can possibly avoid it. ertainly I shall 
do all in my wer to prevent others 
from doing it. If I do interfere, direct- 
ly or indirectly, it must for ‘the 
good of the general welfare, and then 
only in a case that rises far superior 
to local considerations and for the 
good of the common weal. 

So, my friends, for these reasons, as 
the Governor, I shall stand firmly and 
squarely for “county autonomy ” in all 
political matters, and I am determined 
to recognize the political rights of the 
counties in every part of the State, 
through their duly constituted County 
Committees. As I. view it, the people 
of the State, irrespective of political af- 
fillations, are entitled, by virtue of the 
law on the statute books, to county 
autonomy in every county without in- 
terference directly or indirectly from 
any other county. If there is anything 
in home rule, then county autonomy is 
inherently right, and must of political 
necessity be popular with the masses, 
because the voters, under the law, elect 
the County Committeemen, and the 
County Committeemen therefore repre- 
sent the people. As a believer in direct 
primaries, this is the only way, so far 
as.I can see, to have home rule in the 
politics of a,county and thus keep peo- 
ple in one county from meddling with 
the political rights of the people of an- 
other county. 


The Test for Office. 


Of course, in making appointments 
I will listen to the suggestions of all 
good citizens, and carefully consider 
the recommendations of the County 
Committees, but in the end I must 
insist that I shall be the judge of the 
allalifications of the applicant; that , 
the applicant must be honest; that he 
must be capable; that he must be effi- 
client, and, finally, that he must be 
faithful to the best interest of the 
people of the State. Public office must | 
be a public trust. That is the test. 
In the performance of my duty I have 
no friends to reward; no enemies to 
punish; no ambition to gratify; no 
machine to strengthen; no organiza- 
tion to build up. That is all there is 
to it—and it.is all so simple—if you 
want to do right. 

To me Democracy is a part of my 
existence. I use the term in its best 
and in its broadest sense. I believe 
that he who serves the people best 
serves his party best. I am a Dem- 
ocrat through and through, a progres- 
sive Democrat, and a emocrat un- 
afraid. I know that through the 
ageney of .genuine-- Democracy the 
greatest good for the greatest: number 
can best be accomplished. “In union 
there is strength, and I want to rely 
on the disinterested aid and_ the 
patriotic counsel of all good citizens, 
and a united party, to accomplish, the 
reforms now demanded: by the people. 

In conclusion, I cannot réfrain from 
saying that no Governor, in his efforts 
—for civic righteousngss—for purer 
olitics—for progressive’legislation, and 
‘or administrative reforms, ever need- 
ed the help of the press and the moral 
suppert of the people more than I do. 
They can count on me to do my duty 
day in and day out as I see the right— 
and God gives me the light.. When IT 
began my political career—long years 
aigo—I made a vow to the people that 
in the performance of my duty no 
influence ‘would control. me .but the 
dictates of my conscience, and my de- 
termination to do my duty to all the 
people. That is my platform. Have 
no fear. I have the courage of my 
convictions and shall stick to my prin- 
ciples.

ATTACKS CHINA IMPORTERS. 


Government Begins with Biggest 
Firm, L. Straus! & Sons. 


A test suit with regard to the duty to 
be charged on imported French china was 
begun yesterday in the Federal District 
Court by the Government. There has 
been a lively controversy. between the 
importers and the American Potters’ 
Association over. the tariff meaning and 
especially of the words ‘‘true home 
value.’’ This issye will come up in the 
present case. 

L. Straus & Sons, importers of Limoges 
china at 42 Warren St., have-been selected 
as one of the largest firms in the trade 
as the defendants. The Government is 
suing to recover $69,973, which is alleged 
to be the value of merchandise irrégular- 
ly imported from France between Jan. 1, 
1910, and January, 1913. The complaint 
alleges that the defendants ‘‘ knowingly 
and wilfully and with intent to defraud 
the revenue of the United States by 








ments and practices entered at the Cus- 
tom House shipments of china ware from 
France at less than the true vaiue of the 
merchandise.” 

It is also charged that the defendants 
deducted from the value of the goods 
given in the invoices, which are allegod 
to be false, a non-dutiable 6 per cent. as 
commission which, they asserted falsely 
they had paid to Sigmund Maas for mak- 
ing their purchases in France. 

L. Straus & Sons have retained William 
M. Ivins of. the firm. of. Ivins,- Wolff & 
Hoguet ‘of 27 William . Street as their 
.coluinsel. Discussing the case last night, 
Mr. Ivins said: 

’ The present suit grows out of a long 
standing controversy between the china 
importers as a body and the American 
Potters’ Association, which has tried in 
every way to make the protective tariff 
virtually a prohibitive one, and has neg- 
lected no means of reaching its end, al- 
though it has been regularly defeated in 
every judicial controversy from the begin- 
ning. For years past the Government 
and the importers have agreed on the in- 
trepretation and meaning of the phrase, 
‘The true home value.’ The present suit 
is instigated’ by Mr. Burgess, the paid 
agent of the American Potters’ Associa- 
tion, in order to give another opportunity 
for a new construction of the statute.

Her Three Visits to Grand Jury 
Room Cause Excitement—Mrs.- 

Keyes Also Questioned.

PLYMOUTH, Mass., ch 25.—Three 
times to-day Miss Dorothy V.. Ains- 
worth was before the Grand Jury investi- 
gating the charge that her mother, Mrs. 
Jennie May Eaton, committed murder by 
poisoning Rear Admiral Joseph G. -Eaton 
of Assinippi. The way in which the young- 
er and crippled daughter of the accused 
widow was called recalled, then recalled 
a second time to the Grand Jury room, 
made the:sensation of the day. pat 

‘Hardly -less sensational,. in view of ru- 
mors that had been in persistent circuta~+ 
tion, was the fact that the elder sister, 
Mrs. June Ainsworth Keyes, followed | 
her sister on the witness stand. Mts, 
Keyes's examination was unfinished when 
the Grand Jury adjourned for the night. 
District Attorney Barker informed news, 
paper men that no announcement of the 
jury’s finding would be made to-morrow. 

The daughters of Mrs. Eaton were at 
odds as to the manner of their step- 
father’s death, as was shown by. the fol- 
lowing. exchange of opinion between Mrs. 
Ralph P. Keyes, who was June Ainsworth, 
and Miss Ainsworth, when they were wait- 
ing to testify. f : 

“If the Admiral’s death resulted from 
poison, he did it himself,” said Mrs. Keyes. 

“I know better,’”’ replied Miss. Ains- 
worth, 
daddy in all the world.”’ 

‘Well, you didn’t know him as I did,” 
retorted Mrs. Keyes. ‘If you had, you 
might have a different opinion of him.” 

Kept Eaton from Suicide. 


Three years ago, when he was weighted 
with domestic troubles, the Admiral told 
a friend that but for his affection for his 
stepdaughter Dorothy, and the knowledge 
that the feeling was reciprocated, he 
would end his life. 

Mr. and Mrs. Keyes had luncheon to- 
gether in.a hotet, and thus stilled the 
groundless rumor that they had sepa- 
rated. Mr. Keyes was the last witness 
yesterday and the first one called to-day. 
He came out of the Grand Jury room 
after a half hour. Then there was a ten- 
minute wait.. It was assumed the District 
Attorney was explaining something to the 
Grand Jurors. There was great curiosity 
to see who would be called next. The 
choice fell on the widow’s unmarried 
daughter. 

Miss Ainsworth had wept several times 
when awaiting her turn. There had been 
expressions of pity for her. When she 
came out of the Grand Jury room she was 
flushed, but a smile lighted her face. 

One ,of the new witnesses was Russell 
Henry, a laborer of Assinippi, who was 
with the Admiral on Eaton’s last day of 
health. He told reporters of incidents of 
that day. On the ednesday before the 
Admiral’s death Henry called at the 
Eaton house with a load of hay. He and 
the Admiral went into the barn loft to 

itch the hay in, Admiral Eaton was per- 

ectly well, Henry asserted. Mrs. Eaton 
entered the loft about 10 o’clock and said 
she was going to Boston. The Admiral 
descended the stairs with her and bade 
her d-by. After that he and Henry sat 
on the step and talked,’ The Admiral. gave 
Henry some candy and cookies ‘to’ take 
home to his wife and. children... +e ARS 


Admiral Cooked the Pig. 


On that day.the Admiral .cooked the 
young pig. He and Mrs. George Harrison, 
his mother-in-law, sat down to dinner to- 
gether. Miss Ainsworth was at school. At 
3:30 o’clock in the arternoon Mrs. Keyes 


arrived from Medford, and passed an hour 
with the Admiral, whom she kissed at 
parting. That night the Admiral was ill 
and complained of feeling: weak, but the 
next day he was.up and about. On Fri- 
day, however, the was taken ill again 
and on Saturday he was dead. 

Harry Gates of .Rockland} .who was 
found by detectives at Brant Rock, also 
was among. the witnesses.. He was well 
acquainted with Miss June Ainsworth, 
now Mrs. Keyes, in the Summer the 
Eaton family spent in Scituate. A story 
given to newspaper men was that Ad- 
miral Eaton objected to the friendship. 
Mrs Eaton was said to have taken sides 
against her husband. 

The accused widow, in jail close to the 
Grand Jury room, was more cheerful than 
‘neretofore. 

“It won't be long before I am out,” 
she said to the matron. ‘‘I have no doubt 
of the outcome. I’ll be home soon.” 

Mrs. Eaton ate a hearty breakfast and 
seemed better than in her earlier days in 
jail. In the.afternoon her counsel, W. A. 
Morse, conferred with her. 

Neither Dr. James Frame, the Eaton 
family physician, nor Medical Examiner 
Osgood has been before the Grand Jury. 

Rumors that a second arrest was im- 
pending received neither official. confirm- 
ation nor denial, and the report that a 
commission would be appointed to pass 
on the sanity of Mrs. Eator continued a 
subject of speculation. Through arrange- 
ments made so that Mrs. Keyes might re- 
ceive at once the fees due to her as a 
witness, it became known that the Hatons 
were embarrassed by lack of funds.

Interborough 
to. Equip It. Temporarily and 
Transfer at Grand Central. 


BRIDGE LOOP TO BE READY 


And Congestion on Brooklyn Bridge 
to be Much Relleved—Fourth « 
Ave. Subway About Done. 


The first step ‘in putting into effect the 
dual subway agreement was taken yes- 
terday by the dispatch of a note from 
the Public Service Commission to the In- 
terborough asking that the Steinway tu.- 
nel be placed in temporary operation with 
temporary equipment speedily, pending its 
reconstruction and completion. The clause 
of the subway contract under which this 
request was made requires the Interbor- 
ough to make such an arrangement within 
six months of the signing of the con- 
tract. 

The Steinway tunnel has been completed 
as far as Forty-second Street and Lex- 
ington Avenue on the Manhattan side of 
the East River and as far as Fourth 
Street in Queens. It has no connections 
with the existing rapid transit lines, but 
it is proposed under the contract to oper- 
ate it temporarily with single cars, and, 
to have a free exchange of transfers at 
the Manhattan terminal with the Sub- 
way at Grand Central Station. 

Borough President Connolly insisted all 
through the subway negotiations on turn- 
ing the Steinway tunnel to account with- 
out waiting for its extension under Forty- 
second Street to Times Square. The In- 
terborough Company has also been pre- 
paring for such a requisition as has now 
been made upon it. President Shonts said 
yesterday that he realized that the people 
of Queens, wno had been waiting vainly 
for so long for rapid transit, wanted it 
at the first available opportunity. 

He has had, therefore, his engineers at 
work and has ordered them to prepare 
estimates of the time and cost of extend- 
ing the Steinway Tunnel to Times Sauare, 
while it was in temporary operation. He 
is not certain that temporary operation 
will make any difference to the time and 


cost of finishing the tunnel, but if it does, 
he considers that as the city will bear 
half the cost of the new work, it should 
have the opportunity of deciding whether 
it wishes to incur it. 


Tannel Ready For Summer. 


Probably the Steinway Tunnel will be 
in operation before the Summer is over 
and the commission hopes that it will be 
able to use the Centre Street Loop Line 
and the Fourth Avenue Subway as far 
as Forty-third Street by about July 1. 
The entire Loop Line is completed with 
the exception of the section immediately 
beneath the Municipal Building, which 
was held up by the difficulty of cqnform- 
ing its plans to the foundations of the 
new building. The Fourth Avenue Sub- 
way is now practically finished with the 
exception of a short stretch in Fulton 
Street and Ashland Place, which was 
not begun till nearly a year after the 
other sections.

BRIDGE LOOP TO BE READY 


And Congestion on Brooklyn’ Bridge 


to be Much Relleved—Fourth 
Ave. Subway About Dore. 


The first step in putting into effect the 
dual subway agreement was taken yes- 
terday by the dispatch of a note from 
the Public Service Commission to the In- 
terborough asking that the Steinway tun- 
nel be placed in temporary operation with 
temporary equipment speedily, pending its 
reconstruction and completion. The clause 
of the subway contract under which this 
request was made requires the ‘Interbor- 
ough to make such an arrangement within 
six months of the signing of the con- 
tract. 

The Steinway tunnel has been completed 
as far, as Forty-second Street and Lex- 
ington Avenue on the Manhattan side of 
the Bast River and as far as Fourth 
Street in Queens. It has no connections 
with the existing rapid transit lines, but 
it is proposed under the contract to oper- 
ate it temporarily with single cars, and 
to. have.a free exchange of transfers at 
the Manhattan terminal with the Sub- 
way at Grand Central Station. 

Borough President Connolly insisted all 
through the subway negotiations on turn- 
ing the Steinway tunnel to account with- 
out waiting for its extension under Forty- 
second Street to Times Square.. The In- 
terborough’ Company has also‘ béen pre- 
paring for such a requisition as has now 
been made upon it.: President Shonts. said 
yestérday that he realized that the people 
of Queens, who had been waiting vainly 
for so long for rapid transit, wanted it 
at the first available opportunity. : 

He has had, therefore, his engineers at 
work and has ordered’ them to’ prepare 
estimates of the time and cost of extend- 
ing the Steinway Tunnel to Times Sauare; 
while it was.in temporary operation. He 
is’ not certain that temporary operation 
will Make any difference to the time and

Excepting Jersey City, which is in a 
sense a part of Greater New York, 
there is no other large city in the 
United States- or in Europe that 
permits such loose bookkeeping by 
pawnbrokers. In the City of Boston, 
for example, the pawnshop keeper must 
enter in his book the maker’s name, 
inscription, initial, monogram, number, ! 
or other marks; he must describe the 
design, stones and setting, and their 
number, as well as the style and mater- 
ial of the jewelry he receives in pledge. 
At the end of his business day he must! 
file with the Captain of his police pre- 
cinct, an accurate description of every 
article taken in pawn or purchased. 
Dealers, in second-hand articles must 
do likewise, and all such articles are 
identified by numbers. Watches, bi- 
cycles, typewriters, railroad _ tickets, 
lenses, cameras, articles of jewelry, suit 
cases, household goods, all are recorded 
and filed in proper order in a card 
index. “3 

When a pawned article is reported 
lost or stolen in Boston the police 
Inspector in the pawnbroker’s district 
goes with its description to the pawn- 
shop, obtains the name and address 
of the pawner and puts a “stop” on 
the goods. That leads to the further 
recovery of property and the arrest of 
the thief. In Boston thieves “fight 
shy ”-of the pawnbrokers. Up to the 
time of Mr. McGuIRrE’s statement to 
THe Times we had never heard’ that 
burglars and thieves were afraid of 
New, York’s pawnshops. If the pawn- 
brokers and “junk” dealers in Bos- 
ton can get along under the require- 
ment to keep their books accurately;

GEN. WOLSELEY. at 

No soldier of the British Empire was 
ever born under a luckier star than 
Field Marshal GARNET JOSEPH WOLSE- 
LEY, who died yesterday, after thirteen 
years.of peaceful retirement, in his 
eightieth year. A soldier's son, he was 
educated for the. -military profession 
and received his. first commission at 
the age of 19. He was a Captain at 22 
and a Colonel ten years later, his quick 
advancement being due to the exhibi- 
tion of his sound, soldierlike qualities. 
He had distinguished himself in the 
Burmese war before he gained inter- 
national repute for courage and swift- 
ness of action in the Crimea and the 
Indian Mutiny. He served well in 
China, but his greatest triumphs were 
in the Ashantee war, which secured to 
him his Major General’s commission at 
the age of 40, the formal thanks of 
Parliament, coupled with a large 
money award, Knighthood, and such a 
rich assortment of orders and titles as 
few soldiers can ever hope to. possess. 
Honors were fairly showered upon him 
in. the remaining years of: his active 
career. 

Thereafter, as Commander in Chief 
in Egypt, and the leading spirit in

His elevation to 
the peerage in 1882 and his appoint- 
ment as Commander in Chief of the 
Army in 1895 were inevitable; he was 
made a Viscount in 1885, and Field 
Marshal in 1894.

New Jersey’s Com- 
missioner of Motor 
Needless Vehicles proposes 4, 

; new method of deal- 

Complexity. ing with automobiles 
in States other than the one where the 
owners reside and are licensed—a meth- 
od that has something of ingenuity, and 
even something of plausibility as promis- 
ing to solve an‘ admittedly rather diffi- 
cult problem. Mr. LiIpPENCOTT’S sugges- 
tion is, that, besides getting a license for 
his own State, the automobile owner take 
out an additional license for any other 
State or States he intends to visit, the fee 
for which shall go ultimately to the other 
State or States. 

Underlying and explaining the plan, 
however, is the Commissioner’s. well- 
known hostility to plain recognition by 
the several States of one another’s 
licenses. That has been regarded as 
simplest and best almost everywhere ex- 
cept in New Jersey, where in official cir- 
cles there persists an obstinate belief 
that every “ foreign’ automobile should 
be made to contribute directly toward the 
maintenance of the roads: 

In defense of its dislike for the. free and 
courteous reciprocity in the recognition 
of licenses that prevails elsewhere All 
through this part of the country, New 
Jersey presents the excuse that, while few 
of its own automobilists wander afar, 
great numbers come from across her bor- 
ders and inflict heavy wear on the ex- 
cellent roads that attract them. This 
argument, though specious, ignores the 
fact that the motorists are a folk who 
spend money freely for everything except 
licenses, and that their visits are there- 
fore largely profitable wherever they go 
to many kinds of purveyors and trades- 
men and artisans. 

This phase of the subject has never re- 
ceived the attention it deserves in New 
Jersey, and Commissioner LipPpENcotTr has 
apparently never given it any at all. No 
doubt the “foreign” cars:do inflict some 
expense on his State for réad repairs, but 
too, this is much more than 
made up by the money taken in by the 
keepers of inns and garages, to mention 
only two classes who exact tribute from 
every motor party. The extra fee plan 
would certainly and very considerably 
decrease inter-State travél, and the .re- 
sulting loss would fall heavily’ upon New 
Jersey. Her roads would be spared a lot 
of wear, but all her places of public en- 
tertainment would suffer, and not a few 
of them would have to close their doors 
for lack of patronage. 

Unalloyed reciprocity, though: not in all 
respects perfect, especially as to identifi- 
cation and control, is admirably simple 
and its workings have been found on the 
whole satisfactory.

the deed of gift, and has told him, with a 
plainness and emphasis that should con- 
vince him of the finality of its decision, 
that further attempts on his part to re- 
strict the size of the defending boat will 
be useless. 

This is in effect an announcement that 
the -present ownership cof..the .America’s 
Cup shall not be put in jeopardy by 
any would-be lifter of it who is unwilling 
or unable to go to the expense of: building 
and sailing a ninety-foot sloop. It obvi- 
ously reduces very considerably the num- 
ber of possible contestants, and to the 
same degree the possibility of losing .the 
cup—which is or is not desirable, accord- 
ing to the point of view. To the inexpert 
outsider it does not seem to be as generous 
and sportsmanilike as it might be, nor does 
it evidence quite as much reverence for 
the terms of the deed of gift as the club 
officials pfofess. 

Apparently, when that sacred document 
was drawn, the intention was to grant 
eligibility. to boats of all lengths between 
65 and 90 feet, and, while Sir THoMaAs’s 
contention, that the challenger should de- 
cide what the length’ in each instance 
should be, is perhaps unsound, it certainly 
needs a better and clearer refutation than 
is contained in the letter rejecting his last 
—or latest—challenge.

ARMENIANS IN DIRE NEED. 


Lady Frederick Cavendish Appeals 
for Aid in Their Behalf. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May we appeal in your columns for @ 
people who, during all their centuries of 
sorrow, have never suffered more than 
at this moment? I mean the Armenian 
Christian subjects of the Porte. The war 
between Turkey and the Allied Balkan 
States has taken the husbands and 
fathers to fight against men whom they 
regard as brothers; 
Thracian battlefields, or have fallen vic- 
tims to cholera, adding more widows and 
orphans to those already supported by 
charity. To purchase exemption ‘from 
service costs £40, and these poor souls 
have not 40 pence; those who possessed 
vehicles and cattle have been deprived 
of them for war purposes. 

The war with Italy ruined trade with 
the Mediterranean ports, locusts have de- 
stroyed the year’s crops, and the people 
are still suffering from the effects of the 
awful Winter of 1910-11, when in some 
parts of the empire 95 per cent. of the 
cattle died and fruit trees were utterly de- 
strcyed. The price of provisions has gone 
up by leaps and bounds, and the condi- 
tion of the people is @ desperate one. 
From Broussa we learn that in a neigh- 
boring village five or six are dying daily 
from starvation. 

The missionaries plead with aching 
hearts for the means to take the little 
children, at least, from their miserable 
hovels, where they have no chance of 
education or, of epiritual development. 
We know that well-trained, well-edu- 
cated, well-fed children ‘are a country’s 
best asset, and those already saved have 
rapidly developed physically, mentally, 
and morally, because of proper food, care, 
and training. They stand for the future 
Christian population of this country. , 

Will not the wealthy and generous peo- 
ple of -America listen to this tale of un- 
deserved suffering and help their own 
missionaries in the blessed work of re- 
lief? ,

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As an attorney who has for a number 
of years’ represented’ pawnbroking in- 
terests, I desire to answer the article in 
THE TIMES relative to the Carswell bill. 
A superintendent of a Burglary- Insurance 
Company is quoted as saying that pawn- 
brokers only record a watch received by 
them in, pledge as ‘a gold.watch,” This 
fs absolutely. misleading, for it is th 
versal custom of the pawnshops to Keep 
@ separate wateh book:in which ja. record 
is made of both the case and movement 
number. All of this is done voluntarily 
by the pawnbrokers in spite of the fact 
that there is no provision in the Pawn- 
broking law that. requires the keeping 
of this book. 

The insinuation is openly made that 
it is possible for. a. pawnbroker to ex- 
hibit any. diamond ring when the police 
request that the pledge be shown. A 
familiarity with the customs of the busi- 
ness and the methods of the police would 
have prevented a wanton misstatement 
and unwarranted attack upon a busi- 
ness expressly legalized by State laws. 
All pledges are shown to the police of- 
ficials in the original package, which is 
opened in the presence of such officials. 

A further misleading statement is made 
that a great proportion of stolen articles 
natupally find their way into the pawn- 
shops. As a matter of fact from eighty- 
tive to ninety-seven per cent. of the art- 
icles pledged are redeemed by _ the 
pledgor, which entirely eliminates the pos- 
sibility of their being stolen articles. 
These figures are taken from the records 
of the smaller pawnshops and those of 
the largest institutions of this kind in this 
city, where naturally the percentage of 
redemptions is much higher owing to 
the differing qualities of the articles 
taken in pawn. 

Very few thieves make use of a pawn- 
shop, because the articles pledged are 
duly entered in the books and become a 
matter .of public record, thus making 
their recovery comparatively simple. Any 
Police (Official of experience knows that 
it is the custom of thieves to take dia- 
monds out of their settings, so that they 
can be disposed of to the wholesale trade 
of this city as unset stones, for which 
the full carat vaiue is. paid. 

Some years ago Police Commissioner 
Bingham. found it necessary to station 
an officer at the United States Assay Of- 
fice to prevent the practice of silver- 
ware being disposed of there as old silver. 

There are a number of features in the 
Carswell bill to which there are serious 
legal objections and there is grave doubt 
as. to the constitutionality of its provi- 
sions, which itis: not' my purpose to dis- 
cuss. My sole object is to answer an un- 
warranted attack upon a business whose 
legitimacy is unquestionably proved by 
the fact that it has grown to such vast 
proportions.

THE SERVANT’S TASKS 


Call for Much Skill 
of Mind. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

One of your’ correspondents asked if the 
housekeeper does not deserve sympathy as well 
as the servant. Yes, she deserves more in 
some ways. The servant can leave the kitchen 
and go to the factory, while the mistress\ has 
no alternative to hiring servants, except doing 
the work herself. But we have been familiar 
with housekeepers’ troubles for many years, 
whereas the servant’s side has only lately 
found a voice. And doesn’t it seem also that 
as the housekeepers are the superiors in in- 
telligence and. education they should be better 
able. té discover ways of meeting the situation? 
Perhaps the Housewives’ League will accom- 
plish something, 

Somebody observes that ‘‘ the work is easy.’’ 
When housework is so often spoken of as if it 
could be done by the light of nature, of course 
it is looked down on. When you begin to hear: 
it passed around that ‘‘a houseworker requires 
a, good deal of. intelligence,’’ ag is the fact, 
““and needs to be trained,’’ then you will know 
that..the occupation is taking its’ proper place 
as a skilled trade, and is by sO much the more 
attractive. 

The different tasks making up housework 
may be easy each in itself, but they vary in 
charactér so much that anywhere but in the 
household they would belong -to different trades, 
A girl may not find it at’all difficult to get 
a breakfast, for instance; to make good coffee 
after she is taught once, to cook cereal, egss.q 
bacon, perhaps cakes, to set the table and 
wash the dishes afterward. All these things 
are fairly grouped together and regarded as 
one task... Now if the girl could at once. start 
in and get another breakfast and repeat this 
all day, she would get very expert and have 
some of the conditions she prefers in the 
factory.« Instead of that her next task#may be 
something quite different, (though easy in it-. 
self,) as laundry work, sweeping, or “other 
cleaning, taking care of the children, or more 
elaborate. cookery. for later meals. If she is 
not a good manager she gets bewildered. 

But isn’t it better to have variety in your 
work? Monotony is one thing that makes drudg- 
ery. Certainly, to..most of us; but this alert- 
ness of mind is lacking in the class under dis- 
cussion. I suppose the ones that can do it are 
the ones that get promotion.

The “exports of the United States for 
the same period amounted to $193,992,942, 
a falling off of about $5,000,000 from the 
exports for the. same month/a year ago. 
Europe received the bulk of the exports 
of this country for the month. Articles 
to! the value of $113,956,913 were sent 
there. During the same month of 1912 
Europe received articles from the United 
States to the value’ of $128,338,289.

On the said 23d day of March, 1913, I was 
in the employ of THE NEW YorK TIMES 
as a newspaper reporter, and shortly before 
midnight of March 22, 1913, information 
had come to THE NEw YorK Tiss to the 
effect that the defendant, David Dows, had 
taken part In a certain performance at Bar- 
num & Bailey’s Circus at Madison Square 
Garden, and in order to learn the facts for 
my newspaper I telephoned to Mr. Dows at 
his house and asked him about the occur- 
rence, and Mr. Dows said that he would be 
glad to see a reporter of THE 'TIMBs, but 
would not talk about the matter over the 
telephone. : 

I thereupon went to interview the above- 
named defendant Dows at his home, 121 
East Seventieth Street, in the Borough of 
Manhattan of the City of New York. 

I arrived at Mr. Dows’s house a little after 
midnight, and after ringing the bell at the 
house the above-named defendant, Dows, 
opened the door and admitted me into the 
house after I had told him that I was the 
reporter for THE.TIMES who had telephoned 
to him. As I entered the hallway, which 
was dimly lighted, the defendant, Dows, in- 
vited me into an adjoining room, which was 
almost.totally dark. 

Immediately upon my entering this dark 
room the defendant, Dows, caught hold of 
me’ and pinioned my arms, while another 
man, whose name I do not know, but who 
Was in this room, not far from where I was 
standing, came toward me with a blanket, 
threw the blanket over my head, and then 
the defendant, Dows, and this other man 
caught hold of me and against my will car- 
ried me out of the room and into the rear 
ard of the house, where the defendant and 
is confederate @ropped me to the pavement, 
bruising and scratching me, drew the blanket 
from over my head, and disappeared into the 
house, shutting and, locking an iron door 
leading from the house into the yard, and 
thus leaving me imprisoned in the yard. 

It was more than half an hour before I 
managed to get out. I hammered at the 
iron door leading to defendant’s house and 
called for assistance, but the only response 
at first was laughter from within defendant’s 
house.. Then neighbors began to inquire the 
cause of my plight, and when finally I man- 
aged to get out of the yard by climbing sev- 
eral fences I was told by defendant and the 
man with the blanket and two Holmes Pro- 
tective men, whom defendant had called in, 
that if I would return to the defendant’s 
yard I would be permitted to leave through 
defendant’s house. I thereupon came back 
and defendant permitted me to pass through 
his house and on to the street, but on the 
way out the defendant told the Holmes men 
to take me down to the station, meaning the
